780 DEER ARE 
SHOT IN ADAMS 


Approximate Total May Reach 
100,00(1 In Pennsylvania, 
Check-up Shows, 


Gettysburg Is One of Many 
Towns Opposing Federal Aid 


commission officials 
today believed the total number of 
deer killed in Pennsylvania last year 
may reach 100,000. 
After tabulating 
game supervisors* reports, the com­ 
mission announced tiiat a total of 
94,772 legal deer were killed during 
the 1931 hunting season. The pre­ 
vious high kill in the state was 26,- 
094 in 1930. 
Leo E. Bushman, Adams county 
game protector, reported a total of 
780 legal deer killed in this county 
last fall. Of that number 520 were 
doe deer, he said. 
1273 Illegal Kills 
There were 1204 bucks and 69 does 
killed illegally in Pennsylvania dur­ 
ing the combined season which ex­ 
tended from December I to Decem­ 
b e r is, the commission announced, 
Of the legal kill, 24,624 were bucks 
and 70,148 were anterless deer. 
Officials of the commission ex­ 
pressed satisfaction with the amount 
of the kill, estimated at IO per cent 
of the dper herd in the state. They 
predict that the herd next season 
will have regained its losses and 
might even exceed the number of 
deer in it before the 1931 season 
started. 
The supervisors also reported the 
killing of 502 legal and 36 illegal 
bears. Twenty-one elk were killed 
in the state, but only one of these 
was within the legal minimum of at 
least four points on the anim ala 
rack 
Figures on the kill of small garr#e 
during the 1931 season will not Ee 
available until hunters report to tine 
commission. 
The commission has 
asked that hunters make these* re­ 
ports promptly.
